PRESIDENT TALKS 


WITH SENATORS 


Makes First Kngagcmenls 


Since His Return From 
Abroad; Talks of Prohi- 
bition. 


Washington, July 14.—Praising the 
iiRUp of nations covenant as "one of 


! the world's greatest documents." Sen* 
a tor Swanson. of Virginia a Democrat 
of the foreign relations commission told 
the senate today that If the United 
SU(eH 
rejected the 
league it 
would 


mean that "she would skulk in the 
greatest world crisis that ever occur- 
red." 
The speaker defended the league 


against the objections that it would 
sacrifice sovereignty and American frk- 
ditions and asserted that on the con- 
trary it would result in immense ma- 
terial gain in protecting American in- 
tegrity and preventing war. He declared 
it would not create a super-government, 
involve 
objectionable 
obligations nor 


invalidate the Monroe Doctrine. 


"The pathway of our duty is plain," 


wild Senator Swanson. "Let us not o* 
frightened by our own prodigious shad- 
ow as it projects itself into world af- 
fairs. Let us not be deterred from our 
manifest duty and destiny by a craTen 
»'ear of becoming great in giving ser- 
vice and direction to a world in a direct 
hour of its need and distress." 


Pointing out that the war had shaken 


the social order to its foundation, 'the 
Virginia senator said it was the para- 
mount obligation of responsible states- 
men to prevent another such conflagra- 
tion, which would return the world 
"to the rule of brute forces and barbar- 
ism of the dark ages." 


"The covenant of the league has been 


assailed from two opposite sources." he 
continued, "the league will neither be 
a superstate nor sovereign, nor a help- 
less, powerless association of nations. 
The instrument creati;!? the league is 
a 'covenant' entered into by sovereign 
states. 
One of the attributes of sov- 


ereignty is the ability to make cove- 
nan's or or agreements. That a state 
rererves its full soverenitv is conclu- 
sively nettled by the provision allowing 
any member to withdraw. 
"This covenant if ratified by the sen- 


ate would bn no mora. nor less, that a 
trenty legalized under Our constitute*.

only one possible for the United gtattt.
